DESCRIPTION OF “ILLUSTRATIONS 


Plate I. Chippendale. Pattern No. 1828 EGM. <A charming design of distinctly Chinese 
influence that is shown in a wide range of effective treatments. 
Plate II. Marseillaise. Pattern No. 1812 ET. A decorative treatment of peculiar charm 


that is of the French school of design and is shown in numerous colourings of 
diversified themes. 

Plate III. Batik. Pattern No. 1831 X. A type of design that emanates from eastern Europe 
which has been incorporated into many decorative materials. A large range of 
colourings include several that strike a far less fantastic note than the one illustrated. 
The 4-band border is 4 inches in width and may be cut out if desired. 

Plate IV. Kashgar. Pattern No. 1863 EZ. A beautiful swirl effect that is shown in a wide 
variety of useful shades. The 2-band border is 714 inches in width, and has a 
decorative value that is quite unique. 

Plate V. Belgravia. Pattern No. 1845 EGH. Here is one of those excellent designs that are 
constantly in demand for the drawing-room and parlour, in which a choice selection 
of light and medium colourings are shown. The 2-band ready-cut border is 7 

inches in width, and with it comes a narrow banding, *4-inch wide, which may be 
used above the baseboard. . 

Plate VI. Diantha. Pattern No. 1862 K. A pretty near-plain paper with which a dainty 
panelling treatment is employed in a popular form. The 5-band border is 314 inches 


in width. 
i Plate VII. Richmond. Pattern No. 1848 EM. This beautiful tapestry is reminiscent of the 
ey old hand-blocked papers of English and French production, and is shown in a large 


array of exquisite renderings, prominent amongst which are several decided novelties. 
The 5-band strapping of classic design is 314 inches in width, and amongst the large 
range of colourings will be found a suitable match for many papers. 

Plate VIII. Blue Bird. Pattern No. 1850N. This pretty little bedroom design comes in a 
number of charming renderings. The straight 2-band border is 714 inches wide, and 
the lower moulding, 144 inches in width, may be removed and used as a base 
decoration, reducing the width of the border to 614 inches. 

Plate IX. Westminster. Pattern No. 1826 TB. A conventional foliage tapestry of great 
beauty of treatment and purity of motif which is shown in numerous effective 
colourings. The upper paper is a small foliage pattern No. 1806 SEM which is 
printed in transparent colours ona background representing grass-cloth. 
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
